weak to uphold the burden of nearly 
10,000 human beings assembled for 
the festivities of British Em pire day 
the land end of the big double decked 
municipal pier In front of the city au­ 
ditorium collapsed. 
Hundreds of per­ 
sons on the top deck were plunged 
down on the heads of other hundreds 
crowded on the second 
deck. 
The 
lower deck then gave w ay and all 
were dropped down a chute of shat­ 
tered woodwork to the tide washed 
sands twenty-five feet below. 
Thirty-four persons— mostly women 
— were killed by the shivered tim­ 
bers, or crushed to death by the fall­ 
ing bodies of companions and friends. 
Sixty-five 
more 
were 
seriously 
In­ 
jured, whilo hysteria and paralyzing 
fright disabled scores of others. 
The crowd massed about the audi­ 
torium doors was composed mostly 
of women and children who had gath­ 
ered there before the Em pire day pa­ 
rade ended. 
W hen the section about 
the doors sank they went down with 
It and a half dozen policemen, who 
had been vainly striving to hold the 
throng In check, w eal with them. 
Only a com paratively sm all num­ 
ber of men were caught in the trap, 
as most of the male celebrators were 
taking part in the parade. 
M any who 
were 
not 
standing 
on 
the section 
which collapsed were drawn or push­ 
ed Into the vortex and those who es­ 
caped crowded, panic stricken, toward 
the outer rail of the pier, starting a 
wild scramble for safety. 


M ass of Struggling Bodies. 


Those who fell Into the hole last 
were unable to scramble over the en­ 
tangled bodies to the broken ends of 
the floor, so deep was it massed with 
struggling bodies. 
Fallen tim bers and 
flooring were jammed among the limbs 
of those caught in the trap and ropes 
were required to pull back the Jagged 
edges of the sunken flooring and bro­ 
ken joists before the dead and injured 
could be taken out. 
It was fully an hour before the 
yawning hole in the floor of the pier 
could be emptied of its tangled mass 
of humanity, the dead separated from 
the injured and the dying extricated 
from the timbers. 
The dead and seriously Injured were 
laid In rows on the beach, w hile scores 
who had sustained 
less 
serious 
in­ 
juries wandered 
in a daze seeking 
missing relatives or friends. 
A num­ 
ber of these taken to hospitals were 
found unscathed, but suffering from a 
nervous shock. 
Many of the women 
and men collapsed on the pier when 
the search for missing ones ended at. 
the long row of dead and injured. 
Although most of the victim s were 
from Los Angeles and Long Beach 
nearly every town in Southern Cali­ 
fornia 
was represented 
among the 
dead and injured. 
Prospective damage suits aggregat­ 
ing probably $1,000,000 or more and a 
grand ju ry Investigation engaged the 
attention of city officials as the most 
imminent outcome of the disaster.

W ashington, May 26.— Another great 
Atlantic-Pacific 
waterway, making 
i 
ship route between the Eastern and 
W estern coasts of the United States 
2,000 miles shorter than through the 
Panam a canal, will be built soon by 
the United States, in the opinion of 
Dr. Salvador Castrillo, retiring N ic­ 
araguan minister. 


Dr. Castrillo, who leaves this week 
for Europe on an important mission 
for his government, 
declared In a 
statement he believed a canal treaty 
would be negotiated between the U nit­ 


ed States and Nicaragua and that a 
canal would be constructed across his 
country. 
The Nicaraguan diplomat has been a 
frequent caller at the state depart­ 
ment since Secretary Bryan came into 
office and the latter, after an exhaus­ 
tive study of the problems involved in 
the proposed treaty negotiations, has 
said that his mind is open. 
The present canal treaty was negoti­ 
ated by M inister W eitzel last winter 
and has received the approval of the 
Nicaraguan government. 
B y its terms 
Nicaragua for $7,000,000 would grant 
the United States the executive right 
to construct a canal across Nicaragua 
by way of the San Ju an river and 
Lake Nicaragua. 
This government would also have 
the right to acquire a coaling station 
in the B a y of Fonzeca, on the Pacific 
side of the coast.

Calgary, Alta., M ay 26.— Luther M c­ 
Carty, white heavyweight champion 
pugilist of the world, died in the ring 
here from a chance blow delivered 
by A rthur Pelkey somewhere in the 
region of the solar plexus. 
The end 
of the battle came after one minute 
and forty-five seconds of fighting. 
Pelkey was arrested by the North­ 
west mounted police later on a charge 
of manslaughter. 
H e was soon re­ 
leased on bail. 
H e was too agitated 
over the tragedy to make a state­ 
m ent 
The fight started tamely. There had 
been one or twtvm ixups of an incon­ 
sequential character. 
Then came a 
clinch. 
Referee Eddie Sm ith separ- 
| ated the men. 
Both squared off in 
PLANS! pugilistic 
attitude. 
Neither seemed 
the worse for the clinch. 
Suddenly 
M cCarty 
was 
seen 
to 
double up In a crouching attitude. 
To 
the 
spectators 
it 
looked 
as 
though his crouch was simply a fight­ 
ing pose. 
Bu t he continued to go 
over, his eyes rolling in his head, 
then he collapsed and fell full length 
on the floor of the ring. 
The referee, assuming that he had 
been knocked out, stood over him to 
count off the fatal seconds, but it was 
the final count for the young cham ­ 
pion. 
Arthur Pelkey, winner of the heavy­ 
weight championship at such heavy 
cost, stood at one side of his fallen 
adversary. 
He could scarcely realize 
what had happened. 
B y this time the referee had become 
alarmed. 
He called for a doctor and 
several responded. 
The 
Northwest 
mounted 
police 
were called in to clear the ring of the 
crowd, which had swarmed over the 
ropes. 
The physicians worked over 
the stricken man for eight minutes, 
when they pronounced him dead, but 
they continued their efforts to revive 
him for more than an hour. 
There were probably 10,000 men In 
the arena when 
It 
became 
known 
that M cCarty was dead. 
Both men were apparently in splen­ 
did condition when they entered the 
ring. 
M cC arty was killed by a blow to 
the jaw, according to the report of 
doctors who conducted an autopsy, 
and not by a blow over the heart, as 
had been supposed.

Mounted and foot police, by repeat­ 
ed charges, finally drove the crowd 
away. 
Women and men fainted in the 
crush and children were trampled up­ 
on. 
In many instances the women’s 
clothing was nearly torn off.

were innumerable free fights and am­ 
bulance corps were kept busy. 
Suffragists paraded with their col­ 
ors, the standard bearers wearing red 
liberty caps. 
This was the cause of 
disorder. 
The mob tore the decora­ 
tions from the platform and carried 
away the flags as souvenirs.

WAR A NECESSITY 


To Be Used by MacMillan 
Expedition For Cooking, 
Heating and Lighting.

LANS 
for the 
exploration of 
Crocker Lnnd. which was Hight­ 
ed by Admiral Peary from Cape 
Thomas Hubbard in 1900, are 
rapidly nearing completion. 
When the 
MacMillan expedition will* In July it 
will carry the moat complete and mod­ 
ern equipment ever taken into the po­ 
lar regions. A seismograph and a com­ 
plete wireless outfit will be Included 
and apparatus for electric lighting, 
electric cooking and electric heating 
also will be taken. 
It is proposed by members of the ex­ 
pedition to establish a seismograph sta­ 
tion at the home headquarters on the 
shore of Flagler bay, which will be in 
charge of Ensign 
Fitzhugh Green. 
U. 8. N. 
The object of the expedition Is to 
discover and explore the unknown 
area north of the present map of the 
arctic regions and, if conditions are fa­ 
vorable, to penetrate the Greeland Ice 
cap. 
When the expedition was first plan­ 
ned Donald II. MacMillan was a co­ 
leader with the late George Bo rn p. 
whose death by drowning about a year 
ago off Crescent Beach, Conn., caused 
a temporary delay of the starting of 
the party. 
According' to Teary, who was accom­ 
panied by Messrs. MacMillan and Bo- 
rup on his dash to the north pole: “Of 
unexplored regions in the north there 
are remaining but two of first impor­ 
tance. the inlnnd Ice cap of Greenland 
and the area repr«'sented by the large j 
blank space on the map bounded by ! 
Bering strait, the pole, the western 
border of the Arctic archipelago and 
the known open sea north of Siberia. 1 
The theories of the coastal experts 
have it that within this region lies an 
undiscovered arctic continent or a se­ 
ries of large islands, the whole not 
greatly distant from 
Banks Island, 
Prince Patrick island and Grant Land 
(the western limit of the Arctic archi­ 
pelago), while tradition among the Es 
klmos strengthens the theories In fix­ 
ing the southern edge of the unknown 
land not far north from Point Barrow 
and America." 


Funds Contributed. 


Several thousand dollars have recent­ 
ly been contributed to the expedition 
fund. 
The American Geographical so­ 
ciety bos added $3,000 to Its previous 
subscription 
of 
$0,000, 
and 
Zenas 
Crane has Increased his subscription 
by $2,500. Other subscriptions include 
$1,000 from George B. French and $100 
from Colonel D. L. Brainard. 
The 
University of Illinois has made an ap­ 
propriation which provides for tile ad­ 
dition to tile party of an expert zoolo­ 
g ist Dr. M. CX Tnnquary, a graduate 
of the university. 
It is also proposed to establish a 
meteorological station on Bache penin­ 
sula. This equipment will be provided 
by the weatlier bureau. 
MacMillan 
has known the hardships of the polar 
regions and tms voyaged off the coast 
of La Isl adv* in ail i»L*m canoe studying 
th*? Eskimos of that country. 
By means of the giant wireless mem­ 
bers of the expedition, which will 
spend three years exploring and map­ 
ping the land far to the northwest of 
Canada, expect to be able to report 
dally progress of the work to New 
York city—to be able to “talk” to the 
Museum of Natural History, father of 
the quest, and to their families and 
friends during the long absence in the 
arctic wastes. 
The wireless calls sent out from ex­ 
pedition headquarters in Flagler bay, 
Ellesmere Land, will be picked up by 
the big Canadian government station 
at Wostenholme island, 1,100 miles dis­ 
tant in Hudson strait, and thence will 
be relayed via Port Nelson and other 
stations to New York. 
In addition to the huge wireless 
plant which will be established to con­ 
nect tile arctic with tho United States, 
sledges used by members of the ex­ 
pedition in exploring the polnr wastes 
will be equipped with portable wire­ 
less outfits that at any time can be set 
up and put into communication with 
the main station at headquarters on 
Flagler bay. 
In this way scouting 
parties and the sledges that make the 
dash across the frozen sea for Crocker 
Land will always lie within “talking" 
distance with the base of supplies. 
Had Captain Scott, the ill fated Eng­ 
lish antarctic explorer, been equipped 
with such portable wireless uud a big 
receiving station at his base of sup­ 
plies he could have sent for ald when 
he and his heroic companions were 
trapped in a blizzard on the great 
ice barrier. 


Hopes to Grow Vegetables. 


In addition to the wireless, Mr. Mac­ 
Millan has several other innovations in 
arctic work he will put into operation 
on his Crocker Land search. 
Ile hopes to grow fresh vegetables 
in hothouses by the ald of burning 
glasses which will be brought to focus 
on the sheltered plants during the sum­ 
mer season, when the sun is visible. 
Scurvy is one of the chief enemies 
he expects to encounter, and he hopes 
that if be Is successful In raising fresh 
vegetables during the period while the 
sun is up he will be able to hold at 
bay this grim visaged specter of the 
deep arctic silences. 
Then, too, he may take with him a 
Great South bay scooter, the first of 
her genus to invade the arctic circle. 
The scooter is an amphibious craft 
native of the Great South bay of Long 
Island. 
She is built like a boat but 
equipped with runners on the bottom, 
and goes as well on the water as on 
ice. On smooth ice the scooter sails at 
the speed of sixty miles an hour and 
In the water at the speed of a regula­ 
tion sailboat 
The trip MacMillan and six comrades 
will make is believed to be one of the 
most perilous that could have been se­

C H IN L E NEWSPAPERS 
BECOMING PROSPEROUS. 


Native* Find Them Useful In M any 
Ways. 


Up to thirty years ago few native 
newsimperB existed In China, while 
today as many as twelve are publish­ 
ed In Hongkong alone, about twenty 
each in Canton and Shanghai and one 
or more In every lurge city of the in­ 
terior, says the New York Journal. 
While Chinese newspapers were of 
small size formerly and printed hardly 
anything but local Items, they now 
contain an ever increasing number of 
business 
advertisements, 
including 
tboae of European firms, and late com­ 
mercial, technical and foreign news Is 
also published. 
About twenty period­ 
icals une published in China In Eng­ 
lish, French and German for the bene­ 
fit of the Europeans living there, but 
they are ail small papers, with one 
exception. 
The Chinese are the greatest con­ 
sumers of old newspapers in the world. 
Ttie official returns of the custom 
houao at Newchwang state that that 
port alone in 1911 received 1,918 tons 
of old European newspapers, valued 
at $3,000,000. 
It Is not at Aret easy to discover to 
what use so much obsolete news can 
be put. 
However, we gather that the 
middle class Chinese prefer newspai>er 
to the native variety os a covering for 
their walls. It has a greater power of 
resistance and n (Tonis a more effective 
barrier to the invasions of the vermin 
that plague Chinese houses. 
Moreover, the natives ara experts at 
cutting out of tho newspapers waist­ 
coats, which they wear next to the 
skin. These palier waistcoats ara said 
to be the best possible protection 
against a sudden cold snap. 
In view 
of these admirable uses to which Eu­ 
ropean newspapers may be p u t it is 
not surprising to learn that the im­ 
ports of 1911 were heavy.

Fourth.—Don't chase ambulances. 
Fifth.—Honor your profession as your 
own sacred honor; therefore do not 
seek or confound litigation. 
Sixth.—Don’t accept contingent fees. 
Seventh.—Use your Influence against 
the system of allowing attorneys’ fees 
in advance of divorce cases. 
Therein 
lies tho evil of tho divorce laws. When 
that has been abolished half the di­ 
vorce cases will tie stopi>ed. 
Eighth.—Use your Influence to com­ 
pel a person charged with crimo to tes­ 
tify In the cause. 
The innocent man 
caunot be harmed thereby. 
Ninth.—Take the part of the knowui 
criminal, but only to see thnt justice is 
tempered with mercy. 
Tenth.—Don’t inquire ns to your cli­ 
ent’s pocketbook before fixing your fee.

skyscraiiers on lower Broadway. 
This la merely a formal message, bat 
no w ireless log would I*.* com plete 
w ithout It, w rites Francis Arnold Col­ 
lins in S t Nicholas. 
This drat mes­ 
sage is known as the **T. It.” 
No one 
seems to know Just why. The wireless 
station replies as briefly as jM>ssible, 
and the w ireless operator shuts off.

Bacteria of various diseases are seen 
in tlx* laboratory frozen at a tem pera­ 
ture of liquid air of 300 degrees F. 
They do not die, as a rule. lait survive 
this extrem ely drastic treatm ent and 
retain their specific vital pathogenic 
characteristics. 


Revived After Freezing. 
There are Instances w here such cold 
blooded animala as frogs and toads, 
snails and even fish have had their 
lives suspended by this freezing proc­ 
ess, sometim es so thoroughly th a t their 
Intestines can tie taken out, and yet on 
being "thaw ed out" after a period of 
weeks revive moat actively. These ani­ 
mals are perfectly normal when pineal 
In a refrigerating Jar Just large enough 
to boid one animal. 
The ja r Is filled 
with liquid air at a certain tem pera­ 
ture, and after a short tim e the ani­ 
mals api«\ar lifeless. 
A month later 
they are removed and on being mas­ 
saged sliow signs of fife, often reviv­ 
ing completely. 
From these experim ents no claim Is 
made thnt after death life ran be re­ 
stored, but It is held th at In m any In­ 
stances w here life Is thought to be ex­ 
tinct It is only masked, and It remains 
for the scientists to discover, through

.is s ta n d by one deeply interested 
in the wv»rk, In the warm blooded ani­ 
mala, even man himself, out* does not 
find such extrem e Instances of suj*- 
piYssion of vitality as in die case of 
lower organisms, creatures with more 
sluggish and therefore li*ss easily de­ 
ranged metabolism; hence the theories 
are not yet applied to hum anity.

It la not giving out rarlxui (liorlde or 
w ater or oilier chemical results of Ufa 
It Is not moving of Its own volition, I 
and In the higher anim als both the 
cardiac and respiratory activities are 
In abeyance. 
Some Interesting and successful ef­ 
forts wore recently made in the medi­ 
cal school to revive the apparently 
dead heart of an anim al, as explained 
by Dr. Alexis Carrel, who lectured be- i 
fore the students. 
Iii about five oasra 
out of ten tin* heart of a chicken took 
on renewed energy several hours after 
death.

weak to u phold the bu rden of nearly 
10,000 hu m an beings assem bled for 
the festivities of B ritish Em pire day 
the land end of the big dou ble deck ed 
m u nicipal pier In front of the city au ­ 
ditoriu m collapsed. 
H u ndreds of per­ 
sons on the top deck w ere plu nged 
down on the heads of other hu ndreds 
crowded on the second deck . 
The 
low er deck then gave way and all 
w ere dropped down a chu te of sha t­ 
tered woodwork to the tide washed 
sands twenty-five feet below. 
Thirty-fou r persons—m ostly women 
—w ere k illed by the shivered tim ­ 
bers, or cru shed to death by the fall­ 
ing bodies of com panions and friends. 
Sixty-five 
more 
were 
seriou sly 
in­ 
ju red, while hysteria and paralyzing 
fright disabled scores of others. 
The crowd m assed abou t the au di­ 
toriu m doors was composed m ostly 
of women and children who had gath­ 
ered there before the Em pire day pa­ 
rade ended. 
W hen the section abou t 
the doors sank they went down with 
it and a half dozen policemen, who 
had been vainly striving to hold the 
throng In check , w ent with them . 
Only a com paratively sm all nu m ­ 
ber of men w ere cau ght In the trap, 
as most of the m ale celehrators were 
tak ing part in the parade. 
Many who 
were not 
standing on 
the section 
which collapsed wero draw n or pu sh­ 
ed into the vortex and those who es­ 
caped crowded, panic strick en, tow ard 
the ou ter rail of the pier, starting u 
wild scram ble for safety. 


Mass of Struggling Bodies. 


Those who fell Into the hole last 
w ere u n a b le to scram ble over the en­ 
tangled bodies to the brok en ends of 
the floor, so deep was it m assed with 
stru ggling bodies. 
Fallen tim bers and 
flooring were jam m ed am ong the limbs 
of those cau ght in the trap and ropes 
w ere requ ired to pu ll back the Jagged 
edges of the su nk en flooring and bro 
k en joists before the doad and Inju red 
oou ld be tak en ou t. 
It was fu lly an hou r before the 
yawning hole In the floor of the pier 
cou ld be em ptied of its tangled mass 
of hu m anity, the dead separated from 
the inju red and the dying extricated 
from the tim bers. 
The dead and seriou sly Inju red were 
laid in rows on the beach, while scores 
who had su stained 
less 
seriou s 
in­ 
ju ries wandered In a daze seek ing 
m issing relatives or friends. 
A nu m ­ 
ber of these tak en to hospitals were 
fou nd u nscathed, bu t su ffering from a 
nervou s shock . 
Many of the women 
and men collapsed on the pier when 
the search for m issing ones ended at 
the long row of dead and inju red. 
Althou gh most of the victim s were 
from IjOb Angeles and Ix>ng Beach 
nearly every town in Sou thern Cali­ 
fornia was represented 
am ong the 
dead and inju red. 
Prospective dam age su its aggregat­ 
ing probably 9 1.000,000 or more and a 
grnnd ju ry investigation engaged the 
attention of city officials as the most 
Im m inent ou tcom e of the disaster.

W ashington, May 26.—A nother great 
A tlantic-Pacific w aterway, m ak ing * 
ship rou te betw een the E astern and 
W estern coasts of the U nited States 
2,000 miles shorter than throu gh the 
Panam a canal, will be bu ilt soon by 
the United States, in the opinion of 
Dr. Salvador Castrillo, retiring Nic­ 
aragu an tu iu leter. 
Dr. Castrillo, who leaves this week 
for Eu rope on an im portant mission 
for his governm ent, 
declared in a 
statem ent he believed a canal treaty 
wou ld be negotiated betw een the U nit­ 
ed States and N icaragu a and that a 
canal wou ld be constru cted across his 
cou ntry. 
The N icaragu an diplom at has been a 
frequ ent caller at the state depart­ 
m ent since Secretary Bryan cam e into 
office and the latter, after an exhau s­ 
tive stu dy of the problem s Involved In 
the proposed treaty negotiations, has 
said tha t his mind is open. 
The present canal treaty was negoti­ 
ated by M inister W eitzel last w inter 
and has received the approval of the 
N icaragu an governm ent. 
By its term s 
N icaragu a for $7,000,000 wou ld grant 
the United States the execu tive right 
to constru ct a canal across Nicaragu a 
by way of the San Ju an river and 
Lak e N icaragu a. 
This governm ent wou ld also have 
the right to acqu ire a coaling station 
in the Bay of FYmzoca, on the Pacific 
side of the coast.

ment. 
The fight started tam ely. T here had 
been one or twtV'TUi’itu ps of fin Incon­ 
sequ ential character. 
Then cam e a 
clinch. 
R eferee Eddie Sm ith separ­ 
ated the men. 
Both squ ared off in 
pu gilistic 
attitu de. 
N either seemed 
the w orse for the clinch. 
Su ddenly 
McCarty 
was 
seen 
to 
dou ble u p in a crou ching attitu de. 
To 
the 
spectators 
It 
look ed 
as 
thou gh his crou ch was simply a fight­ 
ing pose. 
Bu t he continu ed to go 
over, his eyes rolling in his head, 
then he collapsed and fell fu ll length 
on the floor of the ring. 
The referee, assu m ing tha t he had 
been k nock ed ou t, stood over him to 
cou nt off the fatal seconds, bu t it was 
the final cou nt for the you ng cham ­ 
pion. 
A rthu r Pelk ey, w inner of the heavy­ 
w eight cham pionship at su ch heavy 
cost, stood at one side of his fallen 
adversary. 
He cou ld scarcely realize 
w’hnt had happened. 
By this tim e the referee had become 
alarm ed. 
He called for a doctor and 
several responded. 
The 
N orthw est 
m ou nted 
police 
were called in to clear the ring of the 
crowd, which had sw arm ed over the 
ropes. 
The physicians work ed over 
the strick en man for eight m inu tes, 
when they pronou nced him deu d, bu t 
they continu ed their efforts to revive 
him for m ore than an hou r. 
T here w ere probably 10,000 men in 
the arena when it 
becam e 
k nown 
that M ct'arty was dead. 
Both men wero apparently in splen­ 
did condition when they entered the 
ring. 
M cCarty was k illed by a blow’ to 
the jaw, according to the report of 
doctors who condu cted an au topsy, 
and not by a blow over the heart, as 
had been su pposed.

com m ittee is being organized for the 
pu rpose of getting in early. 
W hat every party fears is the re­ 
verse following a tariff bill. 
Only 
once In recent yea rs—tha t is. since the 
civil w ar fever abated—has a party 
been able to stem the tide of defeat 
following a tariff revision. 
In 189 0 
the Repu blicans were swam ped by n 
tidal wave and the Dem ocrats even 
m ore so In 189 4. 
The revision of 189 7 
was not followed by a defeat for the 
Repu blicans becau se of the Spanish 
war, bu t even w ith w ar as an asset 
they only had eighteen m ajority. 
The 
revision of 19 09 w as followed by the 
defeat of 19 10. 
W ha t Will Save Them. 
The Dem ocrats 
believe that they 
will be saved, becau se, they assert, 
there will be no seriou s effects as a 
resu lt of the tariff revision.

Tlolmos. head curator, who 
recently returned from a tour through 
the mica mine fields. 
‘There are two lntereeting phases of 
this subject,’* said Dr. Holme*.

the mica, the other that it was traded 
In largo quantities from the gulf to the 
great lakes. 
In fact, it seems that 
there was an agreement which allowed 
mica bearers to travel about even 
through luostlle ami warlike tribes un­ 
disturbed."

MacMillan ex pedition wills In July It 
will carry the most complete an d mod­ 
em eq uipmen t ever taken in to the po­ 
lar region s. A seismograph an d a com­ 
plete wireless outfit will be in cluded 
an d apparatus for electric lightin g, 
electric cookin g an d electric heatin g 
also will be taken . 
It is proposed by members of the ex ­ 
pedition to establish a seismograph sta­ 
tion at the home headq uarters on the 
shore of Flagler bay , which will be In 
charge of En sign Fltshugh Green . 
D. 8. N. 
The object of the ex pedition is to 
discover an d ex plore the un kn own 
area n orth of the presen t map of the 
arctic region s an d, if con dition s are fa­ 
vorable, to pen etrate the Greelan d Ice 
cap. 
When the ex pedition was first plan ­ 
n ed Don akl B. MacMillan was a co­ 
leader with the late George 
B o m p. 
whose death by drown in g about a y ear 
ago off Crescen t Beach, Con n ., caused 
a temporary delay of the startin g of 
the party . 
Accordin g to Peary , who was accom­ 
pan ied by Messrs. MacMillan an d Ro- 
rup on his dn sh to the n orth pole: “Of 
un ex plored region s in the n orth there 
are remain in g but two of first impor­ 
tan ce, the ln ln n d ice cap of Green lan d 
an d the area represen ted by the large 
blan k space on the map boun ded by 
Berin g strait, the pole, the western 
border of the Arctic archipelago n n d 
the kn own open sen n orth of Siberia 
The theories of the coastal ex perts 
have it that within this region lies an 
un discovered arctic con tin en t or a se­ 
ries of large Islan ds, the whole n ot 
greatly distan t from 
Ban ks Islan d, 
Prin ce Patrick Islan d n n d Gran t Lan d 
(the western limit of the Arctic archi­ 
pelago), while tradition amon g the Es 
klrn os stren gthen s the theories In fix ­ 
in g the southern edge of the un kn own 
lan d n ot far n orth from Poin t Barrow 
an d America.”

Museum of Natural n istory , father of 
the q uest an d to their families an d 
frien ds durin g the lon g absen ce In the 
arctic wastes. 
The wireless calls sen t out from ex ­ 
pedition headq uarters In Flagler bay , 
Ellesmere Lan d, will be picked up by 
the big Can adian govern men t station 
at Wosten holrn o Islan d, 1,100 miles dis­ 
tan t in Hudson strult an d then ce will 
be relay ed via Tort Nelson an d other 
station s to New York. 
In addition to the huge wireless 
plan t which will be established to con ­ 
n ect the arctic with the Un ited States,

The ship will return to New York, 
an d the seven members of the ex plor­ 
in g party will set about preparin g for 
the lon g, dork win ter. 
Born e of the party will then push 
n orth through the moun tain s of Elles­ 
mere Lan d In to Eureka soun d an d 
through Nan sen strait to Cape Thomas 
Hubbard, the poin t from which Peury 
saw the dim outlin e of Crocker Lan d 
n orthwestward across the polar sea. 


Mo o n Will Help. 
“Wo hope to roach the capo before 
the win ter n ight shuts us in ," Mr. Mac­ 
Millan said recen tly . 
“AH alon g the 
300 mile troll between our headq uarters 
an d the cape we will have made caches 
of food for our return Journ ey . 
Then 
whan the n ight sets In we will wait for 
tho moon , an d with Its help we will re­ 
turn to headq uarters on Flagler bay , 
where we will wait for sprin g an d the 
time for us to start on our dash for 
Crocker Lan d. 
“All win ter In camp, while we are 
waitin g for this time to arrive, we ex ­ 
pect to be comfortable, for we will have 
electric lights from n power plan t spe­ 
cially con structed, an d we will be busy 
collectin g food for the n ex t two or 
three y ears’ work. Then there will be 
the wireless to occupy us n n d the gar­

which I hope to ex perimen t with. 
“It Is my belief that wo can grow 
radishes an d some few other vegeta­ 
bles, such perhaps as Swiss chard, un ­ 
der glass that is heated with reflectin g 
glasses, though I am by n o mean s cer­ 
tain . 
The first y ear we will be In n o 
dan ger of scurvy , but after that It Is 
alway s well to prepare for In roads by 
the disease.

W ay s. 
In Many 


Up to thirty y ears ago few n ative 
n ewspapers ex isted In Chin a, while 
today as man y n s twelve are publish­ 
ed In Hon gkon g alon e, about twen ty 
each In Can ton an d Shan ghai an d on e 
or more in every large city of the in ­ 
terior, say s the New York Journ al. 
While Chin ese n ewspapers were of 
small size formerly an d prin ted hardly 
an y thin g but local Items, they n ow 
con tain an ever In creasin g n umber of 
busin ess 
advertisemen ts. 
In cludin g 
those of European firma, n n d late com­ 
mercial, techn ical an d foreign n ews Is 
also published. 
About twen ty period­ 
icals are published In Chin n in En g­ 
lish, Fren ch an d German for the ben e­ 
fit of tbe European s livin g there, but 
they are all small papers, with on e 
ex ception . 
The Chin ese are the greatest con ­ 
sumers of old n ewspapers in the world. 
The official return s of the custom 
bouse n t Newchwan g state that that 
port alon e in 1011 received 1,9 18 ton s 
of old European n ewspapers, valued 
at $3,000,000. 
It is n ot at first easy to discover to 
what use so much obsolete n ews can 
bo put. 
However, wo gather that the 
middle class Chin ese prefer n ewspaper 
to the n ative variety as a coverin g for 
their walls. It has a greater power of 
resistan ce n n d affords a more effective 
barrier to the In vasion s of tho vermin 
that plague Chin ese houses. 
Moreover, the n atives are ex perts at 
cuttin g out of the n ewspapers waist­ 
coats, which they wear n ex t to the 
skin . These paper waistcoats are said 
to be the best possible protection 
again st a sudden cold sn ap. 
In view 
of these admirable uses to which Eu­ 
ropean n ewspapers may be put. it Is 
n ot surprisin g to learn that the Im­ 
porto of 19 11 were heavy .

Bo th—Bacteria Surv iv e Terrific Coid 
and Retain Characteristics. 


Some m arvelous exi'crim ents in the 
histological and psychological labora- 
torics of the John« Hopkins Medical 
ecti<x>l 
at 
Baltimore 
have 
recently 
yielded results indicating that there 
is a third state, interm ediate between 
life and death and apparently related 
In principle to both. 
The fact that life in various and 
many organism s may be* suspended by 
freezing in liquid air and by other 
prooe« *« * and the possibility of resus­ 
citating three organism s after a pe­ 
riod of « even» ] weeks or even months 
g lv « color to the theory recently dis­ 
cussed tha t It may be p« >ssible to re­ 
suscitate the bodies of Captain Scott 
and hi* companions, who w ere frozen 
oc their return from the south pole. 
Tbere is a state known as “latent 
Bfe,” In which the organism« , having 
every appearance of !**lng lifeless, 
nevertlw4e« Mi again m anifest vital char­ 
acteristics. 
Ilftcterin, the lower plant 
organism*, have enoruwxia |**wer>* of 
tosisting conditions tha t tend to death. 
Bactvria of various diseases are soon 
in tlx» laboratory frozen nt n ternper» - 
tnre of liquid air of 300 degrees F. 
Tbey do not die, as a rule, lait survive 
this extrem ely drastic treatm ent and 
retain tiielr specific vital pathogenic 
characteristics. 
Rev iv ed After Freezing. 
T here are Instanc*» w here such cold | 
bk>oded nnlm als 
jis frogs and toads, 
snails and even flah have had their 
lives Busjx'nded by this freezing pn» c- 
ees, sometim es so thoroughly tluit their 
Intestines can Is* taken out, and yet on 
being “thaw ed out" after a period of j 
weeks revive m ost actively. These ani­ 
mals are perfectly norm al when placed 
In a refrigerating Jar Just large enough 
to hold one animal. 
The Jar Is filled 
with liquid air at a certain teinpern- 
ture, and after a short tim e the ani­ 
mals api>oar lifeless. 
A m onth later 
they are rem oved and on l*» lng mas­ 
saged show signs of life, often reviv­ 
ing completely. 
From those experim ents no claim is 
m ade tha t after death life can t» e re­ 
stored, but It is held tha t in m any in­ 
stances w here life is thought to be ex­ 
tinct it 1* only m asked, and it reinaius 
for the » dentists to discover, through 
experinkejat, w'hother they are dealing 
w ith death ltseif or with latent life. 
As stated by one deeply Interested 
In the work. In the warm blooded ani­ 
mals. even man himself, one does not 
find such extrenue Instances of 
bujs 
proask)n of vitality as In the case of 
lower organism s, creatnres with more 
sluggish and therefore U*ss easily de­ 
ranged m etabolism ; hence the tlieories 
are not yet ap[» Jied to hum anity.

fn m these esses of latent life or sus­ 
pended anim ation is that, tljough vital­ 
ity cannot be ankl to have vanished, 
yet the organism during all tha t tim e 
is not taking food, oxygen or water. 
It Is not giving out carbon dioxide or 
w ater or otiier chemical results of life. 
It Is not moving of its own volition, 
and in the higher anim als both the 
cardiac and respiratory activities are 
In abeyance. 
Some Interesting and successful ef­ 
forts w ere recently m ade in tho tuedl- 
cal school to revive the apparently 
dead heart of an anim al, as explained 
by l>r. Alexis Oarrel, who lectured l» e- 
fore the students. 
In about five caw s 
out of ten tlx* heart of a chicken took 
on renew ed energy several hours after 
death. 
Im m odlatoiy after death the heart 
was froiien and preserved.

arm ies and tho culling In and propa­ 
gating o f peace congresses."
